On June 20, 1961, I examined the vital records maintained U 
by the Espionage Section at our Relocation Site. I fopnd the 
records. to be current and correctly filed. 


It will be noted that the New York Office has submitted 
a handbook of what to do in connection with the Bureau* s program 
for rounding up enemy diplomats in the event of hostilities. 
Included in the handbook is a chain of command. We are writing 
the New York Office to make certain that the chain of command 
as included therein is accurate and up to date , in keeping with 
any administrative changes that have recently been made in the 
New York Office. 


, It was also observed that we maintain at our Relocation Site 
the identities and location of all Soviet-bloc officials in the 
United States. This is submitted in insert form by the Chicago, 
New York and Washington Field Offices on a monthly basis. In the 
future, in transmitting these lists to our Relocation ,Site, they 
will be tabbed in order to identify the nationality and -the 
location. This will make the utilization of these lists more 
efficient.
